SURCHARGES UPHELD. 


Mr. E. J. McElligott, acting for Judge 
Conner, K. C., resumed the business of the 
Dublin Circuit Court yesterday. 

An appeal was heard in which Thomas 
Dowling, Joseph Bowman, John Mulhall and 
John ullen, members of the Dalkey Urban 
District Council, appealed against the decision 
of the magistrate sitting at Kingstown Folice 
Court, granting a committal order against 
them for non-payment of certain surcharges 
made by the Local Government Auditor. The 
surcharges referred to a contract for laying 
water mains in the Township of Dalkey, and 
the amount of the surcharge was £235 
15s. 6d., being the sum over and above the 
amount of the lowest tender received for the 
work. The appellante voted for the highest 
tender. 

At the Kingstown Police Court a decree 
was given for the amount of the surcharge, 
and when it was not satisfied, committal 
orders were obtained. Against these orders 
the defendants appealed. 

Mr. A. E. Wood, K.C. (instructed by Mr. 
— . appeared for the appellants. 
Mr. K. Lardner, K. C., and Mr. M. 
J. —— (instructed by Messrs. 
O'Connor and Co.) appeared for the auditor. 

A legal argument took place as to the com- 
petency of the defendants to give evidence. 

Mr. McElligott said that he had come to 
the conclusion, rightly or wrongly—he was not 
at all sure in the matter—that the defendants 
were not competent witnesses. 

Mr. Wood said that he would ask for a 
ease stated. In this instance the Council 
were not bound to accept the lowest or any 
tender, and the contract was never declared 
void by the order and was operative, 

Mr. McElligott held that the decision of 
Mr. Collins, K. C., in the Kingstown Police 
Court was not in excess of or without juris- 
diction. and he affirmed the decision. 

On the application of Mr. Wood, Mr. 
McFlligott said that he would state a case 
on the legal matters raised.

THE TERROR OF GALWAY.

appeal was, of course, technically from 
the conviction of wilful murder on the * 
trial. Counsel p — arguing several pro- 
positions of law—firstly, that on the indict- 
ment of wilful murder, unless the jury them- 
selves wished to find a verdict on special 
facts, the jury had the right to find man- 
slaughter on such an indictment. The second 
position that he would endeavour to put 
before them was that, even if there was not 
that absolute right, in the evidence on the 
first trial—it might be weak, but sufficient to 
justify a jury in ‘finding manslaughter, and 
the judge had no power to refuse to accept 
such a finding. he third matter that he 
would endeavour to argue was that in point of 
fact the jury had agr it was so in- 
timated, their —— being to find the 
prisoners guilty of manslaughter on the first 
trial, and such verdict ought to have been 
recorded. Ir tbe jury were agreeable, in fact, 
to find such a verdict, there was no right to 
adjourn the trial, and in the absence of this 
* the second trial was a nullity. 
r. Justice FitzGibbon—What became of 
the jury! 

Mr. Price said that the jury was dischar - 
Mr, Justice FitzGibbon—Do you mean t 
they had no right to discharge the jury? 

r. Price said that he did, — they bad 
no right to try Felix McMullen again. Then 
he (counsel) was going to argue under the 
Criminal Appeal Act that if he was right in 
these propositions it would be within the 
power and the duty of the Court to enter a 
verdict of manslaughter in that case. If the 
direction of law was wrong, and the Court 
saw that the jury wished to find a lesser 
verdict, then the Court of Appeal should enter 
the proper verdict against his client. 
Finally, assuming that his grounds were bad 
and the second trial was absolutely a proper 
trial, counsel submitted that there was some 
evidence to reduce the crime to manslaughter, 
and the judge at the second trial refused to 
allow counsel to address the jury on the ques- 
tion of manslaughter, telling the jury that the 
charge could not be reduced. On that account 
the second trial was a mis-trial. 

Counsel then discussed all the facts in the 
case, which was heard a week ago at the 
Central Criminal Court, and submitted that if 
the shot fired by McMullen was fired without 
the intention to injure that might justify the 
jury in finding a verdict of manslaughter. 
When he was about to put that case to the 
jury the judge stopped him and would not 
allow him to do it. unsel then argued that 
the shooting of the Civic Guard by McMullen 
was accidental, There was no doubt that he 
went to hold up the bank, and, although 
there had been a good deal of threatening, 
there was only one shot fired in the bank, 
although some * there disregarded the 
men's orders. zubmitted that MeMullen 
and Jordan had no intention to injure, 
although they had every Antention to rob. 
Further, McMullen told the truth about every 
circumstance of the case, knowing that he had 
been caught red- handed. W en running 
away in the street he put his hand behind 
him and fired, and he did not know that the 
Civic Guard was wounded until he saw it in 
the newspapers next day. 

Mr. Justice FitzGibbon—Is there any cor- 
roboration of that statement that he fired 
behind his back? 

Mr. Price said that there was not, but he 

might put his hand helsind and fire wildly. 

Mr. Justioe FitzGibbon asked what was 
the defence. 

Mr. Price said that it was that the shooting 
was unintentional by a man while fleeing 
from justice; that he fired the shot aimlessly, 
and under those circumstances he would be 
pguilty of manslaughter. 

The Chief Justice—Did he not fire with the 
intention of escaping while committing a 
felony? 

Mr. Price said that from the man's own she. 
ment. on the first blush, it would look as if 
he fired deliberately. These men before this 
occurrence were of pe verfectly good character. 

Proceeding with his argument, Mr. Price 
submitted that Judge O'Shaughnessy had no 
power to prevent the jury from finding man 
slaughter, but if the jury wished to find on 
special facts the court had power to direct 
accordingly. 

Mr. Justice Sullivan—Do you mean that in 
every murder case the judge should tell the 
jury that they may find manslaughter’? 

Mr. Price—No, but if there is the least 
justification for manslaughter the judge should 
so inform the jury. 

Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon—I hope you will 
tell us how we have power to enter a verdict 
of manslaughter. 

The Chief Justice said that if Mr. Price 
was right the second trial did not exist, as it 
was a nullity by his argument. 

Mr. Price submitted that the Appeal Court 
had the power to turn the verdict of murder 
into the lesser one of manslaughter. In other 
words he was entitled to such a verdict as 
there would have been if there had been a 
w w trial. 

Nolan Whelan said that in cases auch 
as "the present one the dividing line between 
manslaughter and murder was the inténtion of 
the prisoner, and he based his submission on 
the case of Quinn v. Porter. The judge in this 
particular case took to himself the right to 
decide facts and withdraw from the jury their 
perogative to decide these facts.

Although the Free State Government 
neglected the British Empire Exhibition 
at Wembley, we have received already a 
substantial measure of benefit from that 
great enterprise. It has sent to our shores 
friendly visitors from all parts of the 
world, and thus has helped to revive our 
almost extinguished tourist traffic. Its 
contiguity will be responsible for much of 
th: success hi- h, as we hope with grow- 
ing confidence, will attend the coming 
Horse Show and Tailteann Games. None 
of these benefits is likely to be more im- 
portant than. that which we shall gain 
from those American ambassadors of the 
art of advertising whom President Cos- 
grave addressed last night in Dublin. 
Their visit is made at a singularly fortu- 
nate time. Two years ago our country was 
in a state of chaos. To-day, while much 
remains to be Hone, it is established once 
more on firm foundations. Its liberty is 
complete and secure. Its natural re- 
sources have not been impaired by the 
calamities through which it has passed. 
All the opportunities of prosperity and 
progress. lie ready to the hands of its 
citizens. The Irishmen of all creeds and 
parties who heard President Cosgrave's 
speech last night must have realised, far 
more deeply than the American visitors 
could have realised, the debt of gratitude 
that we owe to Providence. Mr. Cosgrave 
himself has every right to feel proud of 
the part that his Government has played 
in the national recovery. Criticise that 
Government as we may, and with what- 
ever justice, the fact remains that it has 
overcome grave perils with a high heart 
and has led our feet into the way of peace.

Advertisement is a thing which the Free 
State needs exceedingly at this psycho- 
logical moment; but we must remember 
one vital condition which our visitors 
themselves, during the Convention at 
Wembley, strove to impress upon us. 
The slogan of that Convention was the 
phrase, Truth in advertising.“ Pub- 
licity agents are not more virtuous 
than other people. Experience has taught 
them, however, that no amount of clever 
advertising will achieve permanent success 
for a bad article. With the best will in 
the world, our American frierfds cannot 
make the Free State and Free State 
produce popular in other countries unless 
they déserve popularity on their merits 
and can survive the test of competition. 
In some respects, we are glad to know, 
the advertising men are preaching to the 
converted. Agriculture is our main in- 
dustry, and it has suffered seriously in 
recent years because its chief products 
have fallen below the standard which is 
being set by our competitors in the 
British markets. Our Minister for Agri- 
culture recognises the fast, and, if the 
farmers of the Free State will co-operate 
earnestly with him, our experts of butter, 
cheese, eggs and bacon soon will be raised 
to a standard that will carry its own 
advertisement of excellence into existing 
and new markets. The same argument 
applies to our tourist traffic, Fortunately, 
our American friends will visit Killarney 
in smooth railway coaches, and will haveno 
nightmare experience of the Free State's 
atrocious roads. On the other hand, they 
have endured the exasperating ordeal of 
the Customs barrier at Kingstown. There, 
ia; the country’s very door, a : 


ia resort for holiday-makers hit them, as 
it were, between the eyes. If advertise- 
ment true advertisement—is to attract 
visitors to our shores, we must embark 
quickly on a drastic campaign of im- 
provement, If we hesjtate, we shall be 
neglecting a golden opportunity. This 
visit of American advertisers is the latest 
of many proofs that our young, State's 
only enemy—if it is to have an enemy at 
all—will be the folly or apathy of its own 


children.

The Free State Post Office. 


The Minister for Posts and Telegraphs 
was on his defence in Dail Kireann yester- 
day, when the policy of the Free State 
Post Office was subjected to some very 
forcible criticism. The discussion arose on 
a vote of £2,666,960 for postal services, 
and Mr. Walsh made a long statement, in 
the course of which he outlined the policy 
of his department and enumerated the 
various changes which have been made in 
post office administration since the estab- 
lishment of the Free State. Undoubtedly, 
certain economies have been made. Last 
year there w:s an approximate loss of 
£768,000 on the working of the depart- 
ment, with an actual increase in revenue 
of some £200,000. The original estimate 
provided: for an expenditure of more than 
£2,800,000; bat as a result of widespread 
retrenchment about £200,000 of that sum 
had been saved for the State. Next year, 
Mr. Walsh predicted, receipts would be 
increased by some £100,000, and the deficit 
might be reduced to £600,000. He declared 
that the Post Office could be run as a pay- 
ing concern by the “ ruthless elimination 
of services which cost more than they pro- 
duce, and by the raising of charges for 
essential “services. He recognised very 
wisely, however, that public opinion in the 
Free State would not tolerate a policy of 
this kind, and contented himself with a 
declaration that further restrictions would 
be made during the coming year. The 
Auction of postal rates to the British 
and Northern Irish level, Mr. Walsh 
protested, would cost the Free State 
no less ‘than £300,000, and, 
could not be contemplated at present. 


therefore, 


The Free State's postal imports greatly 
exceed her exports. Last year we received 
one and three-quarter million parcels in 
excess of the number which we despatched, 
while the surplus of incoming over out- 
going letters was no less than twenty- 
seven millions. 

We can appreciate Mr. Walsh's desire 
to reduce the working expenses of his de- 
partment as much as possible, but there 1s 
a serious danger that he may go too far. 
Already he has closed sixty-five post offices 
in the rural areas and dispensed with the 
services of 550 officials. Our postal system 
is lamentably poor. Mr. Gorey told the Daw 
of its manifold shortcomings throughout 
the country districts, and those who dwell in 
towns and cities have almost hourly proof 
of its failings. The country’s business 
interests are suffering severely as a result 
of lack of imagination in postal policy. We 
do not agree entirely with Mr. Thomas 
Johnson, who would ignore the cost of the 
Post Office altogether and provide the most 
elaborate services at the “communal ex- 
pense ; but surely there is a golden mean 
between his out-and-out Socialism and Mr. 
Walsh's enthusiasm for uneconomic re- 
trenchment. It is almost inevitable that 
the Post Office in the Free State shall 
lose money. In comparison with the 
postal traffic of countries like England, 
France, or even Holland, the traffic in 
Ireland is extremely small, and a really 
efficient service can be provided only at the 
cost of a yearly deficit. That deficit can 
be maintained at a low level by judicious 
economies ; but we are convinced that the 
reduction of deliveries and collections is 
very bad business. Money can be saved 
in other ways. The conversion of pillar 
boxes from harmless red to an inartistic 
green must have cost quite a considerable 
sum, for instance, and it was quite un- 
necessary. Furthermore, the printing of 
all official notices, telegraph forms, money 
orders, etc., in Irish as well as English is 
a sad waste of money. So long as the Post 
Office can afford to spend money on such 
luxuries there ought to be no talk of 
cutting down services or of putting pro- 
hibitive imposts on incoming parcels. A 
sense of proport wanted at the 
General Post Office. At present, we fear, 
the national wood is being obscured by 
departmental trees. ' 


A Postponed Visit. 


Tt is announced officially that, if no 
unforeseen circumstances arise, the Prince 
of Wales will pay a visit next year to the 
Union of South Africa. The trip was 
planned originally for the present year, 
but the South African elections made 
a postponement necessary. Now the 
invitation has been renewed in cordial 
terms. The Governor-General’s telegram 
contained the statement that “ Ministers 
feel confident that it would cause great 
satisfaction throughout the Union, and 
that all sections of the community would 
vie with one another in bidding him 
welcome and doing their utmost to make 
the visit a pleasant and memorable one. 
These sentiments are particularly signi- 
ficant in view of the fact that the Govern- 
ment which has been returned to power as 
a result of the recent elections is a Nation- 
alist and Labour Government. Before it 
took. office dark hints were given of the 
possibility that secession from the Empire 
would be the main feature of its pro- 
gramme. General Hertzog, the Prime 
Minister, however, has modified his atti- 
tude since he assumed the responsibilities 
of office. His Speech at the mayoral dinner 
at Bloemfontein, on Sunday, included no 
reference to party politics and was admir- 
ably discreet in tone. When party leaders 
“became a Government, he asserted, their 
connection with their party should cease 
to be more than merely formal. There is 
every reason to hope that the visit of the 
Prince of Wales, the Empire's greatest 
ambassador, will do a vast amount of good. 
Respect and esteem, for members of the 
Royal Family continue to form one of the 
closest ties that bind the Overseas Em- 
pire to the mother country.

‘Parliamentary Secretary to the Labour

international as well as a domestic 
problem. The International Labour 
Organisation can make its influence felt 
for good in other ways. Any scheme for 
forwarding co-operation between the 
people of different nations must act as 
an incentive to progress and help to 
reduce the possibility of war. This is 
especially the case where the working 
classes are affected, since their oppor- 
tunities for mutual understanding are 
limited. Moreover, conferences at which 
the more moderate shades of Labour 
Opinion are represented can do much to 
reduce the danger that is caused by 
Communist “ Internationals,’ where class 
hatred and revolution are preached against 
the true interests of the workers. The 
Parliament of Man yet may come, not 
through the efforts of diplomatists, but 
through an organisation that owes its 
existence to the working classes of both 
hemispheres.

Subsequently Sir O' Moore served with the 
North China Field Force. He tells of a 
curious episode at Tientsin. The Germans 
there used to insult the British Indian 
soldiery, and Sir O'Moore had to tell the 
sepoys that their insulters were only coolies. 
He expostulated with the German general, 
explaining that the Indians were gentlemen 
of good caste and disclaiming responsibility if 
a row.ensued. The general tried to stop the 
irritation, but failed; whereupon a Pathan 
hecame infuriated, took arms and entered the 
German camp, where he shot down five men 
hefore he was killed himself. Hearing the 
firing, Sir“O Moore ran to the camp, and he 
found about three thousand Germans firing at 
random in all directions. The German genera! 
and von Falkenhayn arrived and at last 
restored order, 

There was an amusing sequel. A Pathan 
officer who had tried to arrest the man who 
ran amok was seized by the Germans and 
marched down to Sir O' Moores house 
guarded by a full company of infantry. He 
protested against the indignity and demanded 
reparation. What was Sir 0’Moore to do? 
Was he to quarrel with the Germans or to 
insult the Pathan officer and cause disgust 
among his men? Here the Anglo-Irish tact 
and humour came to the rescue, as they have 
so often done. Sir O’Moore told the aggrieved 
Indian that he really had no grievance. It 
had taken a whole company of the low-caste 
Germans, including two officers, to bring a 
Pathan a few hundred yards. When they 
seized him they had not nown that he was 
an Officer and an Afridi; otherwise they would 
have told off a whole battalion for the job. 
The Pathan 
_ « » .» said my remark was just, “ chacked a 
chest,” and went off as pleased as Punch. I often 
met him afterwards in India, when he never failed 
to remind me that he was the Pathan whom it 
had taken 250 German soldiers, with two officers, 
to arrest. He never omitted 4o mention the two 
omficera.

In 1904 Sir O'Moore took up the Divisional 
Command at Mhow. He remarks that the 
size of the command left him with little time 
for the study of his profession, and that 
civilian rulers never seem to realise that the 
higher a soldier goes the more important it is 
that he should be fully posted in recent in- 
ventions in war material.

Many Belfast people were 
at Bangor last Saturday to witness the 
landin_ and the departure for Clandeboye, 
and they hac brought home and spread 
afar their impression of the Duchess’s 
beauty and charm, which have appealed 
to all beholders. How much more attrac- 
tive she is than any portrait has shown 
her has been the steady theme of those 
who have seen her to-day again as on 
Saturday. 


COLOUR AND BRIGHTNESS. 

After a sight of the Royal pair to-day, 
Belfast is happy that it had spared no trouble 
in its exhibition of welcome by the usual 
forms of decoration. The greyness of the 
morning sky was defied by the multitude of 
flags, streamers, Venetian masts, and bunting 
It can hardly be possible that the ugliness of 
city buildings has been more effectively dis- 
sed in any other place visited by the Duke 
and Duchess. Moreover, a great number of 
the thousands of people who assembled along 
every part of the city routes taken by the 
Fioval procession in the course of the day 
carried small flags which, when waved in 
\igorous greeting, greatly increased the sense 
of colour and brightness. 

The progress through the city was the part 
of the day's proceedings that will be remem- 
hered by most of the people of Belfast, and 
the thousands more who had come to the city 
‘rom other parts of the province.

From OUR PARLIAMENTARY CORRESPONDENT: 


LONDON, Monday. 

The almost inevitable Government defeat 
occurred to-night during the Committee stage 
of the Housing Bill on the consideration 
of the new clauses. One had been moved by 
Sir Charles Starmer to extend the benefits of 
the bill to persons who had undertaken the 
construction of houses under the 1923 Act. 

Mr. Wheatley the proposal on the 
ground that he could not make the bill re- 
trospective, but on a division the amendment 
was carried by 201 to 155.

Earlier in the evening Mr. Wheatley, the 
Minister of Health, foreshadowed an im- 
pus departure regarding the training of 

ricklayers’ apprentices. e explained that 

he intended to take steps to make the ap- 
prentice a more effective bricklayer in a 
shorter ‘time than was possible under the 
existing system, and with that end in view 
was endeavouring to secure the co-operation 
of the education authorities for the establish- 
ment of training centres at the local technical 
schools. He had not as yet submitted the 
scheme to the National Building Committee, 
but the men’s leaders had assured him of their 
cheerful co-operation. He had also in mind 
the possibility of new methods of construc: 
tion, such as a combination of steel and 
timber. 

Sir William Joynson-Hicks was somewhat 
sceptical as to the value of the new scheme.

THE BANQUET. 


PRESIDENT COSGRAVE AND 
BUSINESS. 


The delegates were officially received by 
President Cosgrave in the Metropole Restau. 
rant last night. when they were entertained 
at a banquet given in their honour by the 
Publicity Club of Ireland. 

The Stars and Stripes were floated from 
the windows of the Metropole, beside the 
green, white and yellow flag of the Irish Free 
State, and a crowd of interested people 
assembled outside the restaurant to see the 
delegates as they entered. 

President Cosgrave presided at the banquet, 
at which there was a very large attendance, 
including, in addition to the delegates, repre- 
sentative citizens of Dublin. 

Ine toast of “The Oireachias’ 
“The President of the United States of 
America were proposed by Sir Thomas 
Robinson, and enthusiastically honoured. 


THE EXILES’ RETURN. 


President Cosgrave was received with loud 
and prolonged applause and cheers when he 
rose to propose the next toast of Our Visi. 
tors. He said that many descendants of 
exiles who left this country in sad and 
troublous times had come back to see what 
was happening here, to refute the slanders 
and allegations made against Ireland, and to 
realise that if we have not yet got to that 
particular description given of us long ago, 
that we are coming to it, namely, the realisa- 
tion of the lines— Rich and rare were the 
gems she wore, ' and that a lady so attired 
could go through the country and suffer no 
insult or hindrance from any citizen of the 
State. (Applause.) 

“We welcome you,” said the President, 
with a truly Irish welcome—a Cad mile 
failte.”” ey all trusted that the time 
would not again arise when Gaels would 
have to leave their country. He was in- 
formed that though the Irish trip of the visi- 
tors was the last arranged, it was not the 
least popular. Every Irish heart welcomed 
every visitor to our shores, and no merely 
mercenary motives inspired the hope that 
they should have many more visitors. They 
had in Ireland as fine a country as could be 
‘Viewed from the point of view of scenery. He 
hoped that the visitors would bring back with 
them a message that this country is a safe 
country for tourists, and that it is a safe 
country for business. (Applause.) 

He thought they would find in the business 
men here that they knew the value of truth. 
The real value of truth was being honest, and 
the business men here were honest men. They 
had had great success at the annual Congress, 
and next year they hoped that it would be 
held in the great country in the West. They 
would welcome in Ireland exiles who would 
come back and start business in the country. 

President Cosgrave concluded by smilingly 
remarking that he supposed he had been given 
the toast of the visitors to prevent him from 
talking politics, and that was a relief. He 
hoped that the visitors would form a true im- 
pression of what they saw, and Irishmen 
would not fear the result. 


WORLD PEACE, 


Mr. Homer J. Buckley (Chicago), head of 
the delegation to Dublin, referring to the Ad- 
vertising Convention which had just closed in 
London, said that that Convention had been 
one of the most noteworthy business congresses 
that had ever been held—(applause)—because 
it was the first that had declared itself em- 


and of 


nations. (Applause) Politicians the world 
over been striving for years to bring 
about peace and happiness, but had not made 
a very d job of it. The Convention be- 
lieved that the time and the day had come 
when business men should take a part in this 
reat struggle for peace and friendship, and 
ad taken the first great step in declaring 
that they regarded a warring nation as an 
outlaw nation. When the representative of 
the Irish Free State, with representatives of 
25 or 26 other nations, came forward at the 
Conference and signed that declaration for 
peace the Convention wrote history. He was 
pleased to see the representative of Berlin 
come forward and sign it, too. (Applause. 
He t fit that the one great opportunity 
for Ireland just now was to tell the world 
about Ireland in its proper light. Reports 
from Ireland about the country were very often 
coloured. His message to them that night was 
to observe truth in advertising. (Applause). 


THE FREE STATE TO-DAY, 

Mr. James O'Shaughnessy (New York) said 
that that night he had met the men who best 
represented Ireland, and evidences of eco- 
nomic progress which reminded him of his 
own America. They had a better start here 
to-day than any other nation, and they might 
be proud of the men who represented the 
reat technique of advertising service. (Hear, 
— All che secrets that they had in New 
Vork were at their disposal. No man could 
fix confines on advertising or its expression, 
and there was a great future before them. 

Mr. B. J. Mullaney (Chicago) aleo re- 
sponded, and said that while the man in ad- 
vertising who shouted most loudly was not 
necessarily the possessor of the best goods or 
represented the best materials, so it was that 
on his side those who professed most loudly 
‘and most noisily their patriotism for Ireland 
were not necessarily the best friends of this 
country. (Hear, hear.) Harmony and pulling 
together for the one great object was the 
most desirable object, together with earnest 
co-operation to secure the highest ideals of 
their country. (Applause.)

DAWES PLAN 
PROBLEMS. 


RESULTS AT LONDON 
CONFERENCE. 


From Oun Sreciat Conresrowpexr. 


' LONDON, Monday. 
The Conference has now reached a stage 
which may best be defined by explaining the 
results obtained in Committee. 

As ass announced, the first Committee, 
dealing with the powers of the Reparations 
Commission and the question ot dealing with 
German default, has presented its report. 
The official English text was issued to-night, 
and is summarised below. 

The second Committee appointed two Sub- 
Committees. The first of those tackled the 
thorny matter of the Rhineland railways, and 
has failed to reach an agreement; its report 
to thi: effect is to be submitted to the full 


Conference. 
THE RAILWAYS. 


Some of the arguments adduced by the 
French delegates are a tittle curious. I hear, 
for instance, that to the British proposal for 
leaving the safeguarding of th; railway lines 
in the hands of the Inter-Allied Raiiway Com- 
mission, and special railway troops under its 
control, they reply that while Great Britain's 
elderly volunteers may yield good material 
for railway troops, the young conscripts of 
France do not do so. In Conference circles 
the disagreement under this head is not re- 
garded very seriously. All parties are 
united on the principle hat the railways 
must be safeguarded, and the general 
momentum of the Conference is that this 
obstacle is likely to be swept aside very soon. 

The second Sub-Committee has been deal- 
ing with the Seydoux Memorandum, regard- 
ing the restoration of Germany's economic and 
fiseal unity. That document is believed to 
have undergone a fair amount of modification, 
and to-night the Sub-Committee, sitting late 
after deliberations in the morning and the 
afternoon, was 2 reported to be making 
steady progress. No serious difficulty, it 
was learned, had arisen, and most of the time 
had been taken up in hearing ‘he statements 
of experts on the details of transition from 
the present régime in the Ruhr and the 
Rhineland to the new system under the 
Dawes scheme. It is hoped that this Sub. 
Committee will be in a position to report to 
the full Committee this nornin 

REPARATION PAYMENTS. 

The third Committee has presented a 
report on the question of the proper utilisa- 
tion of German reparation payments. Broadly 
speaking, it holds that each country must 
make its own arrangements, looking, how- 
ever, to the Reparations Commission as a 
central authority. 

There are certain points with which this 
Committee did pot feel competent to deal 
under its terms of reference. To-night it was 
rumoured that they were re-opening their dis- 
cussions to settle these points, out no con- 
firmation could be obtained. 

POINTS FROM THF REPORT. 

From the official text of the first Com- 
mittee’s report, which it must be clearly 
understood is merely a series of recommenda- 
tions and is not necessarily final, though 
unanimous, the following points emerge :— 

1— The ncmination of an American citizen 
to the Reparations Commission is an amend- 
ment of the reparations provisions of the 
Versailles Treaty as provided for in that 
Treaty. 

*—The American citizen's participation will 
occur when the Commission has to decide 
whether Germany has defaulted, either under 
the reparations clauses of the Treaty or under 
the Dawes scheme. 

3—His appointment is to be a unanimous 
vote of the Reparations Commission within 
30 days of the adoption of the present pro- 
posals, or, failing unanimity, is to be made 
by the President of the Permanent Court of 
International Justice, The Hague. 

4—If the Commission establishes default, 
the Governments interested, acting with the 
consciousness of joint trusteeship for the 
financial interests of themselves and of the 
persons who advance money upon the lines of 
the Dawes plan, will confer at once regarding 
the nature and application of sanctions. But 
to secure the service of the 800 million gold 
marks loan they will, in applying sanctions, 
safeguard any specific securities which may 
be pledged to that service. 

5—The Altes consider the service of the 
loan as entitled to absolute priority in rela- 
tion to any resources of Germany, on which a 
general lien may have been given to the loan, 
as wef as in relation to any resources that 
may arise as a result of the application of 
sanctions 

They also agree that during the currency 
of the loan they will not have recourse to 
sanctions unless the Reparations Commission 
shall have declared a default within the 
meaning of Section ó of Part 1 of the Dawes 
report, by a reasoned decision, after taking 
the opinion of the Agent-General for Repara- 
tion Payments, and of a representative of the 
foreign bondholders. 


GERMAN DELEGATES. 


BERLIN READY FOR AN 
INVITATION. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE. 


From “or Own CORRESPONDENT. 
BERLIN. Monday. 

On the assumption that an invitation to 
the London Conference will be sent to 
Germany, it was decided to-day that the fol- 
lowing delegates should represent the German 
Government :— 

Chancellor Marx, Dr. Stresemann (Foreign 
Secretary), Herr Spieker (Head of the Press 
Department), Herr Schubert (Head of the 
Economic Department of the Foreign Office), 
and one or two other experts. 

Dr. Steresemann will go in any case, but 
Dr. Marx only if in their invitation the Allies 
express a direct wish to hear the views of 
the German Chancellor. 

In spite of the declaration of Dr. Strese- 
mann’s Press organ, that the Allied sanctions 
formula is absolutely inacceptable, Ger- 
man opinion to-day is that if the Allies adopt 
methods of tact, and not dictation, when th. 
delegation arrives, the German signature will 
be affixed to the scheme. 


NEW LIQUOR LAW. 
THE 1923 ACT NOW IN 
OPERATION. 


The provisions of the Intoxicating Liquor 
Act (1923) relating to the hours of opening 
and closing of licensed houses (9 a.m. to 
9.50 p.m.) came into operation in the Free 
State yesterday. 

The presumption is that the measure has 
been signed by the Governor-General, but no 
official statement has been made in this re- 
spect.

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IMPORTANT INNOVATION. 


The Times, in a leading article on the 
Government 's Housing Bill, says :—Briefly, it 
would seem the policy of the present Govern- 
ment is to apply the Chamberlain method to 
the Addison problem, and to rely on the 
magnitude of the subsidy to overcome all 
difticulties of finance, additional labour, and 
adequate supply of materials. In one 
respect only does it make an important inno- 
vation. t proposes to treble the subsidy 
per house in the case of houses built to let 
at rents not higher than the current rents 
for pre-war houses. The discussions of the 
last week have brought out clearly that 
there is no other element of novelty in the 
scheme. Mr. Wheatley’s case is, briefly, 
that the class of working men whose housing 
needs are most urgent cannot afford to buy 
houses; that the class of small investor who 
used to buy houses to let has disappeared 
never to return, and that municipalities must 
take over this function. 

In fact, the small property-owner—as being 
after the owner-occupier the most economical 
custodian of house property—is the class of 
al, others that most requires encouragement. 
Suppose, however, that he cannot be induced 
atter his unfortunate experiences to put his 
savings again in bricks and mortar, and that 
the local authorities must take his place, is it 
necessary that the local authorities should let 
their property at rents even lower than the 
present level? Here is reached the crux of 
the. Government's policy. If their object 
were only to increase the supply of working- 
class hauses as Mr. Wheatley professed ves 
terday, then it could be achieved by the mere 
extension in time of the Chamberlain Act. 

To the provision of more houses all parties 
are committed, To a permanent system of 
State provision of house accommodation at 
less than cost price the majority of Parlia- 
ment are not committed, and it is this sepa- 
rate objective that vitiates the whole bill.

THE NEW ORDER. 


The Special Correspondent of Tae Times 
in Paris writes — To write this article is like 
delivering the funeral oration of the Olympic 
Games, not of these particular Games only, 
which will come to a natural end in the 
course of a week or so, but of the whole 
Olympic movement. The ideal which in- 
spired the re-birth of the Games was a high 
one—namelv. by friendly rivalry and sport to 
bind together the youth of all nations in a 
brotherhood so close and loving that it would 
form a bulwark against the outbreak of all in- 
ternational animosities. The events have shown 
that the world is not yet ripe for such a 
brotherhood. There has for a long time been 
profound and widespread misgiving whether 
the games had not in practice served to in- 
flame animosities, rather than to allay them. 
Disagreeable incidents cropped up at most of 
the earlier meetings. but culminated in the 
unpleasantness of Stockholm. 

There was a hope that after the war a new 


spirit might prevail The Antwerp meeting 
came too soon after the Armistice, and was 
not taken sufficiently seriously to furnish at 
all a criterion. At Paris we have had the 
first real test under the new order, and even 
those who came here most full of hope are 
completely disheartened

SHARP CRITICISM 
IN DAIL. 


The Dail yesterday passed the vote for 
Seience and Art, and the discussion 
on the future of the College of 
Science, which had extended over 
three days, came to an end. 

The Minister made it quite clear that it 
was his intention to hand over the 
College to the National University, 
and indicated that the possession cf 
the buildings would be the subject of 
negotiations. 

During the discussion of a vote for 
Technical Education Dr. MacNeill 
announced that a School Attendance 
Bill would be one of the first measures 
for consideration after the recess. 

The administration of the Post Office was 
sharply criticised

The discussion ef the vote for Science and 
Art was resumed yesterday in the Dail. 

Professor Thrift continued his speech on the 
College of Science proposal of the Minister 
which was interrupted last Friday. He 
hoped, he said, that he had made it clear in 
his preceding remarks that he did not object 
in any way to an increase in the resources of 
University College, Dublin, or of the National 
University. He was thinking principally of 
the work to be done in the country both by 
Trinity College, Dublin, and by the National 
University. He did feel that the proposals 
outlined by the Minister for Education might 
have a very serious effect on the work of 
Trinity College. That work, he agreed with 
the Minister for Agriculture, was small in an 
educational way, but there was the research 
work to be taken into consideration. He be- 
lieved that the proposals could be carried out 
without doing injury to any party concerned, 
but only by co-operation and discussion of 
the details before a final decision was reached. 

It was stated that the injury which he 
feared for Dublin University could be 
avoided with the present resources of Trinity 
College. With great deference to the judg- 
ment and opinions of those who argued on 
one side he ventured to say that he knew 
more about the resources of ‘Trinity College 
than they did. It was quite true that the 
accounts of the College were in no way hidden. 
They now had to be submitted to the Go- 
vernment each year, and the authorities of 
the College did not object to that nor to 
any inquiry by the Government as to whether 
or not the resources of Trinity College were 
used to the fullest and best advantage. 


IMPORTANT QUESTION, 


The question of importance was whether or 
not University development was to take place 
along lines which wéuld mean overlapping in 
different departments. It seemed to him 
that improvements could be better and more 
economically effected by developing bath 
Universities, not along identical lines but by 
specialisation, each on its own lines. That 
would tend to a health rivalry in which co- 
operation as well as rivalry would he possible. 
To ensure that co-operation preliminary dis- 
cussion of the details was necessary. 

There was also for such a discussion the 
question of what was to be done with the 
present University students of the College of 
Science. That was a pressing uestion 
Would the degrees granted by Dublin Uni. 
versity to those students automatically come 
to an end’ Another very important aspect of 
the question was the effect of the pro- 

ls on the non-University students of the 
College of Science. ‘the functions of the 
College oi Science so far as they were con- 
cerned could not be performed by any Univer- 
sity. A third aspect of the question arose 
from the fact that sooner or later—sooner 
rather chan later—they must set up a State 
institution for laboratory work, meteorological 
work, the testing of scientific instruments, 
and such work which could not be done by a 
University. 

AN ASSURANCE. 


The details should be carefully examined ao 
as to save the State expense in the future 
His main contention was that there was room 
for discussion of the different interests in- 
volved before a final decision on the details 
was taken. He did not want to suggest that 
promises were made, but there. was no doubt 
in his mind that there was some sort of an 
assurance given that a discussion would take 
place. 

He would like to say with regard to the 
£100.000 transferred to Trinity College that 
they had hoped that it would leave them in a 
level state so far as revenue was concerned 
as compared with their position before the 
1903 and 1923 Land Acts were passed. That 
£100,000 was not a grant from the Free State, 
but was put to the credit of the Public 
Trustee, to be drawn by Trinity College up to 
the extent of £5,000 a year to meet the losses 
it would sustain in income owing to the work- 
ing of the Land Acts. The College was en- 
abled to draw the revenue immediately 
instead of waiting for the losses. 

Mr. Gorey said that what his party de- 
manded was that the facilities given for agri- 
cultural and technical instructors in the 
College of Science should be continued. 

Mr. Johnson asked whether it was the in- 
tention of the Government, in proposing to 
hand over the College of Science to the 
National University, that henceforward the 
Dail would have no control over it. 

Mr. Baxter said that he hoped that the 
position of outside students who were working 
for a fellowship would not be endangered. 

The Minister for Lands and Agriculture 
said that facilities for outside students of 
agriculture would be continued and increased.

A pleasant little canter of a mile and a

It 
was a very good performance on the part of 
Mr. Bliss, who was giving 121b. to the others. 
He belongs to a particularly worthy sup- 
porter of the Turf for many years, both as 
breeder and owner—Mr. Russel Swanwick. 
There was another good finish for the last 
race, which Clansman, who was offered for 
sale last week, but was withdrawn, wön for 
Mr. Cottrill by a head and a neck from 
Maple Sugar and Tartaress.

THE OLYMPIC GAMES. 


LAWN TENNIS FINALS. 


SUPREMACY OF U.S.A. 
(PRESS ASSOCIATION FOREIGN SPECIAL.) 
PARIS, July 21. 

The remarkable success that the United 
tates representatives have achieved at the 
VIII. Olympiad was further emphasised to- 
day, when the conclusion of the lawn tennis 
tournament left American titleholders in all 
five events. There wer two outstanding 
fnals—the men 3 and the mixed doubles. The 
latter lay between two American pairs—Vin- 
cent Richards and Mrs. Jessup and Norris 
Williams and Mrs. Wightman—eo that it was 
left to the French pair, Brugnon and Cochet, 
to break the sequence of American victories 
by winning the men’s doubles. This they 
failed to do, although they ran their oppo- 
nents to the full five sets before being de- 
feated. The weatehr was overcast and close, 
the stands only half filled, and in contrast to 
yesterday there seemed to be an air of depres- 
sion about, which appeared to affect the 

ayers. 

The match started in listless fashion, periods 
of baseline play being broken by occasional 
rallies and a few excursions LO the net. Each 
pair scored game for game until at 44 the 
Frenchmen broke through for the set at 6-4. 
The Americans began the second set by wit 
ning the first two games, but the Frenchmen 
took the next with a series of excellent passing 
shots. Hunter and Richards made it 3-1, but 
the French pair took the fifth game for 3-2. 
This was their last success, however, and the 
Americans ran out, to make it one set all 
There was more lte in the opening stages of 
the third set, the first four games of which 
were equally divided. Cochet, who scored 2 
number of points with some brillant smashes 
at the net, was chiefly responsible for his side 
being on level terms. Principally owing to 
the energetic and hard-driving Richards the 
Americans then went to 4-2, Richards winning 
the fifth entirely on his brilliant service. The 
Frenchmen recovered to take the next game, 
Cochet again being prominent. The Ameri- 
cans won the eighth and ninth to gain a lead 
of 2 sets © 1. | 

Richards dominated the first few games in 
the fourth set, but Cochet, now in irresistible 
form, gave his side the lead at the fifth game 


Cochet s placing was brilliant, an 
he frequently caught the Americans 
out ol position, the latter once 


crashing their rackets together when attempt 
ing to reach one © the Frenchman s returns. 
The fifth and final set began with some hard 
and level play until 2-2 was called. when the 
Americans drew steadily away, and, winning 
four of the next five games, took the set and 
match. 

Borotra and Lacoste heat the South 
Africans, Condon and Richardson, In the play 
off, and thus take third lace in the men 5 
doubles. The Frenchmen — in whirlwind 
fashion, taking the first set 6-5. The second 
was a dogged. protracted struggle, the 
Africans disputing every game with the 
utmost tenacity, an the French pair only 
won at the eighteenth game. The third and 
final set they also won at 6.3. despite the 
many service aces which Condon s. ored against 
them. In the corresponding match in the 
mixed doubles J. B. Gilbert and Miss McKane 
scratched, leaving the Dutch pair, Timmer 
and Miss Bouman, to take third place. 

The concluding event of the tournament was 
the mixed doubles final, which Wilhams and 
Mrs. Wightman won in straight sets. It was 
a pleasant, uninspiring affair. Richards, fresh 
from his triumph with Hunter, was not in- 
clined to exert himself, while Williams was 
suffering from 4 sprained left ankle, makin 
it impossible for him to place his foot firmly 
on the ground. Details
